Vatican City. Jan. 11.—f API—Pope Pius XII has forbidden 


Catholic clergymen to join Rotary clubs or attend their meetings. 


A decree of the Supreme Sacred Congregation of the Holy 


office—one of 11 congregations that govern Catholic church af- 
fairs—was published today in the Vatican newspaper, L'Osser- 
vatore Romano, giving that directive. The Pope is the prefect of 
the congregation. 


The decree advised laymen against joining Rotary clubs, but 


did not expressly forbid them from doing so, Vatican sources said. 


The decree, printed in Latin, was drawn up at the Dec. 20 


meeting of the congregation in answer to queries on the subject. 
It said clergymen could not join the organization or attend its 
meetings. 


Laymen, it added, should be exhorted to follow the disposi- 


tions of canon law number 6S4, insofar as Rotary is concerned. 


A source connected with L'Ossevatore Romano suggested 


that the decree might not be intended to apply to laymen in 
Rotary organizations in the United States or certain other 
countries. 


"The ban." this source said, "applies especially to European 


and Latin American countries where Rotary organizations have 
often closely supported Masonry, or have opposed the influence 
of the church." 


The source said that this interpretation would explain 


"why, while priests were forbidden to belong to the organiza- 
tion throughout the world, laymen were only warned to be 
careful of membership, in those countries where Rotary might 
have Masonic tendencies. 


In Chicago, a spokesman at headquarters of Rotary Inter- 


national said the organization had never before had any "trou- 
ble with the church that I can remember."

policy came from spokesmen for

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Mr*. Rosenberg Promises More Information 
On 18-Year-Old Draft and Training Plans

tion proposals to draft 18-year- 
olds into the armed services and 
aet up

training program. 


Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, assist- 


ant secretary of 
defense, 
was 


called back for questioning by the 
senate preparedness subcommittee 
(8:30 a, m., CST) before which 
ah* and Secretary Marshall un- 
$>iled the proposals yesterday. 


The defense department officials 


•aid then that a bill containing 
the new program would reach 
congress next week. They added 
that it was backed by President 
Truman. 


Reaction Varied 


Congressional reaction to the 


program varied, with some sena- 
tors in both parties suggesting 
a draft age minimum of 18 years 
It'Bd six mpnths. The present draft 
act limits actual induction to the 
19 through 25 year age bracket 
although young men must register 
when 18. 


Mrs. Rosenberg agreed with 


senators that it might be possible 
>.o fill immediate manpower needs 
for the next year or two without 
lowering the age limit, provided 
there is not war or all-out mobili- 
zation. "But we hate to come up 


v£to congress) for amendments 
every few months," she added. 


Mrs. Rosenberg estimated that 


1,050,000 young men would reach 


18 in the year beginning next 
July 1 and that 450,000 of these 
could be inducted into the services. 


Present Broad View 


Secretary Marshall and his wom- 


an assistant presented the broad 
new universal military service and 
training proposal as a permanent 
plan for meeting both the im- 
mediate needs for emergency ex- 
pansion of the armed services and 
the long-term obligation of de- 
fending the nation. 


They both urged that the pres- 


ent 21 months' service by draftees 
be extended to a minimum, of 27 
months. 


This brought a protest 
from 


Senator Russell (D-Ga), chairman 
of armed services committee. He 
said President 
Truman's 
order 


freezing all armed services person- 
nel in. sen-ice for an additional 
year already applied to draftees. 


Russell questioned Mrs. Rosen- 


berg's contention that 
a six- 


month extension of required serv- 
ice by inductees from the present 
21 months to 27 months could save 
about $750,000,000 a year. 


$3,200 Per Man 


Mrs. Rosenberg said 
it 
cost 


about $3,200 to train each recruit 
for six months and that holding 
the trained men six months longer 
would greatly reduce the services' 
training costs. She also pointed 
out that recruits receive only $30 
a month during the first four 
months of basic training, before 
advancing to the $75 a month paid 
army private's and similar lower 


grades in the other service*. 


Russell contended that holding 


these men an extra six months at 
the higher pay rates they would 
reach would greatly offset any 
sa|ings in training costs. 


Declaring that some of Mrs. 


Rosenberg's reasoning "is falaci- 
ous," Russell said: 


"I want some more facts on this 


and I also want a breakdown on 
that $3,200 requ'red to train a 
recruit." 


Promises to Answer 


Mrs. Rosenberg promised she 


would answer every question be- 
fore she finished her testimony if 
it took weeks. 


In the meantime. Rep. Brooks 


(D-La), second ranking Democrat 
on the house armed services com- 
mittee, came up with a new plan 
which he said would sharply re- 
duce the number of draftees being 
rejected by selective sen-ice. 


Brooks proposed that all able 


bodied men called for the draft be 
sent 
into preliminary training 


without the present physical and 
mental examinations. 


Then, he told a reporter, only 


those who were unable to com- 
plete the 
preliminary 
training 


within a given period—probably 
nine months to a year—should be 
rejected. 


Under such a plan, Brooks said 


an individual's draft service would 
be considered as starting on the 
date he was graduated from basic 
training.

Britain, France Living in the Past? 


The British know that Red Chinese soldiers have killed 


and are killing Britons in Korea ,and that rebels who may 
get financial and other aid from Communist China are killing 
British fighting men in Malaya. 


The French are thoroughly aware that the Communist 


Viet Minh forces in Indo-China, which have been battling a 
French army there for five years, are supplied with weapons 
and training by the Red Chinese. 


Yet the British believe it is proper and sensible to main- 


tain a relatively thriving trade with the Chinese Communists 
through the British crown colony at Hong Kong. This trade 
most certainly includes materials which are of value to the 
Chinese war machine. 


And the other day the French were reported to have 


shipped nearly 140,000 tons of steel rails to Red China. Any 
child knows the role played by transport in fueling an army 
with supplies. 


The British are quite cool—one might say indifferent— 


to the fate of Formosa, a rich island which might conceiv- 
ably have prime strategic importance in keeping powerfully 
industrial Japan out of Red hands. Yet there are plenty of 
signs Britain would howl in anguish if Hong Kong were 
threatened. 


What does all this mean? 
Plainly, it indicates that both the French and British 


value Chinese trade so highly they consider it worth the lives 
of a substantial number of their soldiers. 


We all know the British live by exporting. Looking at 


Britain's economy from the outside and from this distance, 
it may not be possible to judge fairly how vital the Chinese 
trade is to that country. But one may at least question 
whether Britain might not find some substitute for com- 
merce which continues at the price of British blood. 


The same may be said for France, which is less a world 


trading power but nevertheless maintains an active inter- 
change of goods within its colonial empire and with nations 
on the fringe of that empire. Does the profit from 140,000 
tons of rails show when cast in the balance against the bodies 
of French dead in Indo-China? 


More than a few observers of postwar life in France and 


Britain believe that more than just economic advantage leads 
these countries to cling desperately to this trade. They be- 
lieye intense national pride is a great factor, especially in 
Britain. 


Britain already has witnessed a vast shrinkage of her 


pre-war empire. She has not adjusted to the fact, has not 
reconciled herself to the drastic curtailment of her world 
power. She still tends to think of herself in the old terms. 
Any further shrinkage is viewed with pain. 


France, too, hates to face the thought of diminishing 


global power. She prefers to imagine that past glories are 
still hers. 


If these observers are right, then the British and French, 


who are supposed to share the touted tradition of European 
realism, are showing themselves to be highly unrealistic 
Failure to come to grips with reality could be a big reason 
why their moral resolve is so weak in the present world 
dilemma. 


For surely a lack of moral conviction lies at the root of 


any decision to trade with a nation which is killing your citi- 
zens with ruthless calculation. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Psoriasis, Common Skin 
Disease, Is Hard to Cure 


One of the most common of the 


skin diseases is psoriasis, pro- 
nounced with the "p" silent. It 
worries people a good deal—and 
affects the appearance—but it is 
relatively harmless as far as life 
and general health are concerned. 


The involved skin is usually 


bright red, flat, and scaly on the 
surface. There is a sharp dividing 
line between the normal skin and 
that which is affected. The eloows, 
knees, lower back and scalp are 
the places most likely to be at- 
tacked. It can cover only a small 
part of the skin or spread to a 
large part of the body surface. 


If the psoriasis starts suddenly 


there is likely to be severe itching. 
In the more chronic cases (which 
are more frequent) there is little 
or no itching. Those parts of the 
skin which have been involved for 
a long time generally become cov- 
ered with a thick scale. When the 
scale is scraped off, tiny bleeding 
spots appear underneath. 


Unfortunately the cause of pso- 


riasis, like that of so many other 
diseases of the skin, has not been 
discovered. Several members of 
the same family are sometimes af- 
flicted, and this may or may not 
be a clue. 


Also psoriasis is frequently as- 


sociated with certain kinds of 
arthritis, though just what the 
Tonn>ftion i< when the two condi- 


tions occur in the same person is 
still 
uncertain. However, this 


raises the possibility that corti- 
sone or ACTH may be put to use 
in psoriasis. Time will tell. 


Many treatments are being used 


for psoriasis. Most of them pro- 
duce good results the first time 
they are tried. But too often the 
improvement turns out to be only 
temporary and when it is repeated 
the good results that happened the 
first time fail to materialize. 
DO NOT DESPAIR 


The remedies most often used 


by skin specialists for psoriasis in 
elude ointments containing coal 
tar. exposure to ultraviolet rays 
(psoriasis is usually better in the 
summer), 
and X-rays. Almost 


every year. too. there is a report 
of sorr.« new and "better" treat- 
ment, but as yet there is none 
which has stood up and really 
docs the job for everybody with- 
out any failures. 


Some day the right treatment 


will come, but until it does psori 
asis will be discouraging to treat 


j However, much work is being done 


I on it and those who have psoriasis 
should not despair.

own boastful confessions. 
Brandt is an ex-convict with a pardon 


from the accommodating Herbert H. Lehman when he was governor 
of New York. He has recently been exposed as a racketeer exploit- 
ing the public sympathy for victims of cancer. Notwithstanding his 
record as a crook he latched onto O. P. A. as an enforcement agent 
with inviting opportunities for graft and blackmail. 


The woman who calls herself Dorothy Waring stands self-con- 


demned by her own absurd lies published serially in a magazirf 
called "True Confessions" in 1940. She lied about the name of heV 
first husband and she lied about her career as "Secret Agent 89" of 
a non-existent government bureau which she called "the U. S. under- 
cover department." 
Her entire story was such a web of lies that 


she" should be belled and prevented from posmg as an official or 
agent of any emergency body. She claims to be a writer by pro- 
fession. But her principal work was a fantastic eulogy to Samuel 
Dickstein, a judge of the New York Supreme court who got there 
by strictly political process after a career in congress where he man- 
aged the activities of the first committee on un-American activities.

Dorothy Waring's book 


on Dickstein was called "Ameri- 
can Defender." It is a crude job 
but it sold at $10 a copy by Dick- 
stein's political henchmen among 
Dickstein's political following in 
his district She worked, in turn, 
for both the Democratic national 
committee and for the campaign 
committee of Bruce Barton, of 
New York, a Republican, in his 
unsuccessful effort to win a sec- 
ond term in congress. 


After Dies became chairman, 


the committee on un-American 
activities checked the background 
of some of the informants and 
snoopers who had played the jun- 
ior G-man game for Dickstein. A 
report to the committee on Dor- 
othy Waring stated that files of 
home relief in New York indi- 
cated that both she and her sec- 
ond 
husband, 
Stephen 
Helen 


D'Oxylion, a Hungarian refugee 
from the first war, in which he 
is reported to have served as a 
soldier, 
were 
interviewed 
by 


agents of the home relief organi- 
zation in New York in 1939. 
D'Oxylion was broke and they 
were in great distress to find a 
living and quarters for them- 
selves and the 
woman's two 


young daughters of her first hus- 
band. 


Continuing its interest in Dor- 


othy Waring, the committee on 
un-American 
activities 
learned 


that she applied to the 20th pre- 
cinct, New York police, for civil 
defense duty on July 20, 1941. 
Her post warden card number 
was 17,373 and her application 
stated that she was available at 
any hour, and had had experience 
in first aid, nursing and the 
preparation of food. The appli- 
cation also said she had been a 


foolish to hope for his nation to 
agree with other nations whose 
ideologies and cultures sharply 
contrast and conflict with those 
of his own country.

It recommended that the audi- 


tor experiment to find out if he 
can get better results by employ- 
ing his own staff of auditors. The 
bulk of the auditing work is han- 
dled by private firms under con- 
tract with the auditor.

How They Do It 


Here's the way. the air force 


arrives at its conclusions: 


An interrogation officer—a sort 


of professional doubting Thomas 
questions each pilot after every 
mission. There are usually four 
planes in each fighter flight—and 
fighters are doing most of the 
work now. So the interrogator has 
four stories to check on each 
fight. 


He evaluates each pilot's report, 


Irving' to strike H reasonable med- 
ium. 
Then, in most cases, he sub- 


tracts up to a third of the total 
claimed killed by the pilots end 
balances that with what aenal 
observers and ground intelligence 
have reported on the enemy dis- 
position.

Among those poten- 
ialities are Burma, Siam, Malaya, 
and even the Philippines. All this 
represents a part of the general 
expansion projected by the Mos- 
cow-Peiping partnership. 


General Mao Tse-Tung, the Chi- 


nese Communist leader, is thought, 
by many observers to be reachirB/ 
for the leadership of all Asia. 


One of the material advantages 


which Communism would gain by 
evicting the French from Indo- 
china would be the acquirement of 
one of the world's "rice bowls."

were Communist led. That fight 
has been going on ever since, with 
the French finally concentrating 
on holding the chief ports a^ 
cities and the best agricultural 
sections. 


In addition to her great rice 


crops. Indochina , before the war 
produced rubber, coal, iron, zinc, 
tin, 
tungsten and whatever way 


you look at it. she occupies ». vital 
spot in the Asiatic theatre.

Egg, Soybean 
Speculation 
To Be Curbed 


Washington, Jan. 11—(AP)— 


Speculation in eggs and soybeans 
on the nation's commodity futures 
markets soon may be limited by 
government decree. ' 


The Commodity Exchange Com- 


mission yesterday announced it 
has called a public hearing for 
Feb. 5 in Washington to consider 
the feasibility of 
setting 
such 


limits. 
Under the proposal, the 


government would determine the 
quantity of 
these 
commodities 


which may be held or traded by 
individual trades. 


Too Much Speculation 


Officials of the commission said 


proposals to set such limits re- 
sulted from "undue" speculative 
activities in eggs and soybeans 
last year. 


The commission is authorized 


by law to set such limits if it 
sees fit. Speculative limits have 
been in effect for grains since 
1938 and for cotton since 1940. 


The commission said limits on 


eggs and soybeans if established— 
would be for the "purpose of 
diminishing, eliminating, or pre- 
venting excessive speculation caus- 
ing sudden, unreasonable, or un- 
warranted price changes." 


Prices Advanced 


Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 


nan, a Member of the Commodity 
Exchange Commission, said last 
summer that speculation in soy- 
beans . had caused prices to ad- 
vance sharply and unnecessarily 
after farmers 
had 
sold 
their 


crops. 


Speculation was blamed also for 


price advances which carried eggs 
above $1 a dozen early last month. 
Other members of the commission, 
in addition to Brannan, are Secre- 
tary of Commerce Sawyer and 
Attorney General McGrath.

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Two Illinois War Vets Travel the World 
At Uncle Sam's Expense, Carrying Pouches 


Washington, Jan. 11—(AP)— 


Illinois war veterans are see- 


ing the world as paid globetrot- 
ters for Uncle Sam. 


Chester M. Heape, 32, of Ver- 


gennes, and Robert L. Flanegin, 
28, of Peoria, are two of the State 
Department's 100 couriers whose 
job is to deliver secret and confi- 
dential messages that flow from 
Washington to every corner of the 
g-lobe. 


Heape, operating out of Wash- 


ington to points in the western 
hemisphere, has been a courier for 
three years. He is a graduate of 
Vergennes high school and holds 
two degrees from the University 
of Illinois. 


Heape served in the army air 


force in World War n. He entered 
as a private and came out as a 
major. He served in the European 
theater. 


Flanegin, a courier for two 


Vyears, is assigned to the Far East 


run out of Manila in the Philip- 
pines. He attended Peoria high 
school and the University of Louis- 
ville, and received his degree from 
Bradley university in his home 
town. 


Flanegin entered the navy in 


1943 as an apprentice seaman. He 
was discharged three years later 
as a lieutenant. Much of his mili- 
tary service was in the Pacific 
theater. 


A Former Reporter 


Before joining the State Depart- 


ment, Flanegin was a feature 
writer for the Peoria Star. 


A courier's job isn't easy. Nor 


is it easy to become one. Only one 
out of 100 applicants, on the ave- 
rage, makes the grade. 


"It's a great way to see the 


world if you can stand up under 
it," said Robert Jakes, chief of the 
courier service. "About two or 
three years of air travel are all 
most men can stand. We've had 
some pretty rugged fellows break 
up under the strain." 


The job, Jakes says, demands 


that a man stay always on the 
alert. He has to watch schedules 
and 
overcome travel 
obstacles 


which are numerous. His pouch of 
papers must be constantly in his 
sight until he delivers it, in per- 
son, and get a receipt. 


The job isn't considered danger- 


ous. Couriers travel unarmed. 


"It would be silly for anyone to 


bother a courier," Jakes explains. 
"All nations have couriers and it's 
ridiculous to think that anyone 
would try to steal a pouch." 


Only one American courier has 


been lost. His .plane disappeared 
off the east coast of Africa. 


Travel Alone 


The couriers travel alone except 


behind the iron curtain. There they 
i^qkp runs in pairs. 


The couriers' biggest bothers 


are air sickness, nervous tension 
irregular eating and sleeping, and 
sometimes bad food. 


Most couriers are young and war 


veterans. They usually are un 
married and able to speak one or 
more foreign languages. 


Many are in line for appoint- 


ment to the State Department's 
foreign service, and are picking 
up experience and seeing the 
world while waiting for a vacancy 


Their basic salaries range from 


$3,210 to $6,990 a year, depending 
on length of service. They draw 
daily allowances ranging from 56 
to $25 a day when on a mission. 
The Russian run gets the top al- 
lowance.

•''foods, was at $7.02 this week 


compared with $6.93 last week 
and $5.76 a year ago. The record:
